Elizabeth, 

I wanted to reengage with you and Allison regarding the MAP Fall to Fall data from 16-17 to 
17-18. I believe a call this afternoon or tomorrow morning would be best to talk through our 
findings. In summary and per our call earlier this month, we have gone back to review the 
participation MAP data based on your findings. I know your quick review (due to our 
admittedly last minute submission) concluded that "these scores represented only about a half 
to two thirds of the students in tested grade levels. As such, staff did not feel that this new 
data was sufficient/representative enough of all students' learning." However, we have 
carefully evaluated the MAP testing as a % of all students from year to year and found the 
following: 
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To me, this data says a few things. First, too many students are coming and going to our 
school so as a % of total enrollment, those students staying with us is much smaller than we 
wish. Second, for the 3 through 6 grade cohorts, every student is reflected in some portion of 
the MAP results while the 7th grade cohort was lower but still over 75%. Third, those students 
that have stayed at Lou Dantzler are growing significantly above the national average as 
measured by MAP, with few exceptions. 

This data confirms for me what we witness in person looking at the activities in the 
classrooms. While I wish similarly compelling data existed within the 2017 CAASPP, I do hope 
that this MAP data provides a strong validation of the changes already in place at Lou Dantzler. 

I look forward to connecting soon on the phone to discuss and will make myself available this 
week for any discussions.

Dear Parker, 

CCSA has considered your request that we suspend notification to LAUSD and public 
announcement of non-support for Lou Dantzler's renewal to give the school additional 
time to demonstrate improvement. We also acknowledge Lou Dantzler's willingness to 
voluntarily close should the data not demonstrate adequate improvement. After careful 
consideration, we are unable to meet this request. However, we will delay our public 
announcement until December 5 th to give you additional time to notify your school 
community of CCSA's planned non-renewal advocacy. And as we have discussed before, 
should Lou Dantzler decide not to seek renewal, instead voluntarily closing at the end of 
the current school year, we would remove the school from our public non-renewal 
advocacy. 

We recognize ICEF's assertion that the Fall 2016 to Fall 2017 NWEA results represent a 
bright spot among other measures over the last four years that consistently show that 
students are falling further behind and are not accelerating their learning growth. As we 
indicated in our October 27 th letter, these Fall to Fall scores represented only about a half 
to two thirds of the students in tested grade levels. As such, staff did not feel that this new 
data was sufficient/representative of all students' learning. When CCSA makes a decision 
to support or oppose a school's renewal, we consider the entire track record over the past 
four years and make a determination as close as possible to the beginning of the 5 th year 
to give the school time to determine its renewal plans and have enough time to appeal, if 
necessary. Regrettably, we cannot create a different process for Lou Dantzler (and an 
unworkable precedent that we could not offer to other schools) to extend our Multiple 
Measure Review by additional months beyond the 5 months of engagement (May to 
October) we have already had with Lou Dantzler. 

We thank you again for your willingness to engage with CCSA throughout this process. If 
you would like to discuss any of this further, my colleagues and I would be more than 
willing to set up a phone call.
